Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and 
active  youth  leader,  will  address 
Devotional  assembly  today. 

A capacity  audience  is 
expected  to  fill  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  at  10  a.m.  to  listen  to 
Elder  Hanks  who  is  also  well 
known  for  his  work  as  editor  of 
the  Era  of  Youth  section  of  the 
“Improvement  Era.” 

In  addition  to  his  numerous 
Church  duties.  Elder  Hanks  has 
been  prominent  in  civic,  business, 
educational  and  other  secular 
affairs,  particularly  in  the  field  of 
youth  development. 

In  1957,  he  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  United  States 
President’s  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  on  Youth  Fitness.  In 
this  capacity  he  has  been  a 
featured  speaker  at  youth 
conferences  throughout  the 
United  States  and  in  foreign 
countries. 

Among  his  civic  services,  Elder 
Hanks  has  been  a board  member 
of  the  “Operation  Fitness” 
program,  a project  involving  25 
million  young  people;  he  was  the 
first  chairman  of  the  Utah 
Committee  on  Children  and 
Youth,  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Weber  College,  a 
member  of  the  National  Council, 
Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

He  also  currently  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU  and  the 
College  of  Southern  Utah.

Dr.  Rogers,  who  received  his 
B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  BYU 
in  1940  and  1942,  respectively, 
obtained  his  Ph.D.  from  Stanford 
University  in  1951.  He  began 
teaching  German  at  BYU  in  1945, 
later  teaching  the  same  subject  at 
Stanford  and  the  Army  Language 
Training  Program  at  Stanford. 


With  Dr.  Arthur  R.  Watkins, 
professor  of  German  at  BYU,  Dr. 
Rogers  has  co-authored  one  of  the 
most  widely  used  texts  for 
teaching  German  on  college 
campuses— “German  Through 
Conversational  Patterns.” 

The  pair  has  also  written  two 
other  books:  “Interessantes 
Deutsch”  and  “Reviewing 
German.”

Y TEACHING? 

Editor; 

What  is  wrong  with  some  of  the 
professors  and  instructors  at  the 
‘Y’?  I realize  that  when  one  asks 
this  question  the  immediate 
reaction  of  most  people  is  to 
wonder  what  is  wrong  with  the 
student-has  he  had  a difficult 
time  succeeding  academically,  or 
is  he  just  a little  weird?  Because  I 
have  a cumulative  G.P.A.  of  3.6 
and  am  not  necessarily  strange,  I 
will  state  my  complaint. 

When  I first  enrolled  at  this 
university  I envisioned,  among 
other  things,  stimulating 
instructors  and  professors  who 
were  well  organized  in  their 
lecture  presentations,  challenging 
textbooks  that  were 
comprehensible  and  to  the  point, 
examinations  that  were  designed 
to  measure  the  student’s 
understanding  of  a subject,  and 
the  desire  of  our  educators  for  us 
to  succeed.  I have  found, 
however,  that  many  times  this  is 
not  the  case— and  it  “bugs  m'e  to 
no  end.” 

One  example  is  an  American 
history  class  where  the  teacher  has 
to  reconfirm  the  dates  and 
significant  events  with  the 
students  in  his  class  because  he  is 
not  sure  of  them  himself.  Before 
each  lecture  he  apologizes  because 
he  is  unprepared,  and  after  his 
first  examination  half  of  the  class 
walked  out  because  it  was  so 
difficult.  Another  situation  exists 
where  a textbook  is  being  used  in 
an  upperdivision  French 
course— for  the  second  straight 
year-that  is  so  poor  that  the 
professor  has  to  correct  the  text 
as  he  proceeds  through  the  course. 

I also  know  of  a psychology 
class  where  the  instructor  feels 
that  “his  inability”  to  be  precise 


on  essay  questions  should  be 
overlooked— but  let  a student  do 
the  same?  Never!  This  same 
instructor  also  feels  that  + and  - 
are  of  no  importance  (then 
neither  is  a G.P.A.).  A situation 
also  exists  in  one  of  the  physical 
science  courses,  offered  mainly  to 
nursing  majors,  where  one  of  the 
lab  instructors  is  so  preoccupied 
with  the  young  ladies  that  he 
completely  ignores  the  three  male 
members  of  his  class.  I am  sure 
that  it  is  his  sincere  devotion  that 
keeps  him  so  well  occupied! 

I have  often  wondered  why  so 
many  of  our  religion  courses  are 
worse  than  our  Sunday  School 
lessons.  I know  of  one  teacher 
who  was  so  unprepared  that  many 
students  who  desired  to  drop  the 
class  couldn’t  because  of  a 
university  requirement.  It 
reminded  me  of  a Book  of 
Mormon  class  where  the  teacher 
corrected  the  examinations  in 
class  and  ended  up  correcting  her 
key  at  the  same  time! 

Again  I was  completely 
unimpressed  when  I learned  of  a 
weight  training  class  where  the 
instructor  demanded  a term  paper 
(can  you  believe  it)  from  those 
who  desired  to  get  a B or  better.  I 
feel  strongly  that  if  all  of  the 
professors  graded  as  stiffly  as 
those  of  the  physical  education 
department,  then  B.Y.U.  couldn’t 
even  field  a football  team! 

Perhaps  the  only  solution  to 
this  problem  would  be  to  let  the 
students  evaluate  their  instructors, 
and  let  them  be  payed 
a ccor d ing ly -for  they  are 
evaluating  their  students  and  we 
will  be  payed  accordingly  in  the 
long  run!  Or  another  solution 
would  be  to  put  on  my  “rose 
colored  glassed”  and  pretend  that

New  York  (NAPS)  — Mention 
fruit  cake  and  everyone  conjures 
up  his  own  sugar  and  spice  visions. 

Southern  fruit  cakes  are  often 
“light”  fruit  cakes  with  a pound 
cake  base.

Add  eggs, 
beating  in  well.  Add  orange  juice; 
mix  well.  Add  fruit  mixture.  Fold 
in  remaining  dry  ingredients. 

Bake  in  well-greased  loaf-pans, 
or  two  (eight-inch)  tube-pans, 
lined  with  waxed  paper,  in  250 
degrees  F.  (slow)  oven  four  to  five 
hours,  depending  on  size  of  cake. 

Place  shallow  pan  of  water  on 
bottom  of  rack  of  oven  during 
baking;  remove  during  last  hour. 
(Fruit  cake  improves  with  age. 
Prepare  well  in  advance.  Wrap 
well;  store  in  air-tight  container.) 
Makes  about  five  pounds. 

Petite  Fruit  Cakes;  Use 
one-half  recipe  for  fruit  cake;  add 
one-half  cup  chopped  pecans  or 
walnuts  with  fruit.  Bake  in  fluted 
paper  cups  in  cupcake  pans  or  in 
regular  cupcake  pans. 

Bake  in  300  degrees  F.  (slow) 
oven  about  1 hour.  Remove  from 
oven.  Brush  tops  with  egg  white 
and  garnish  with  candied  cherries, 
slivered  almonds,  or  citron. 

Return  to  oven  and  continue 
baking  15  minutes  longer.  Cool. 
To  serve,  remove  paper  cups. 
Replace  with  fresh  ones.  Makes 
about  two  dozen.

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Electoral  College  Vote 
Affirms  Nixon  Position 


U.S.  Frees  7 N.  Viet  Seamen 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-Richard 
M.  Nixon  carried  the  Electoral 
College  on  Monday.  The  outcome 
was  a sure  thing,  but  it  made 
Nixon’s  Nov.  5 presidential 
election  victory  official. 

The  538  electors  met  and 
voted  in  the  50  state  capitals  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  what 
could  be  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Electoral  College.  The  new 
Congress  will  consider  changing 
the  venerable  system  by 
constitutional  amendment. 


Nixon  and  his  Republican 
running  mate,  Gov.  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  of  Maryland,  got  all  but 
one  of  the  302  electoral  votes  of 
the  32  states  they  carried  in 
November. 


One  North  Carolina  elector, 
Dr.  Lloyd  W.  Bailey  of  Rocky 
Mount,  voted  for  Wallace  instead 
of  Nixon,  who  carried  the  state. 
Wallace  thus  gained  one  more 
electoral  vote  than  he  gleaned 
from  the  five  states  he  carried. 

The  Constitution  does  not 
oblige  an  elector  to  follow  the 
popular  vote  in  his  state. 
Seventeen  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  do  not  have  a 
requirement,  but  three  of 
them-Florida,  New  Mexico  and 
Oklahoma-have  an  enforcement 
provision. 


SAIGON  (AP)~Bidding  for 
reciprocation  from  Hanoi,  the 
U.S.  Navy  freed  seven  North 
Vietnamese  civilian  seamen  from  a 
prisoner  of  war  compound 
Monday,  gave  them  a motorized

Nixon  had  that  unhappy 
duty  eight  years  ago,  when  he  lost 
to  John  F.  Kennedy.
